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A TERRIBLE MOMENT. 


Mies MAY HEUTEL DESCRIBES A THUNDER- 
BOLT’S FATAL WORK. 


Taking Refuge From the Storm in the Pagoda 
at Lafayette Park, She Witnesses the 
Awful Death of John Gardner, Seated 
Next Her, While Her Fan Shrivels in Her 
Lap—Her Companion, Miss Heisig, and 

Herself Both Shocked, but Not Badly In- 
” Jured—The Terrible Experience as Re- 
lated by the Young Ladies. 


Miss Mary Heutel of Cigcinnati, whois vis- 
iting friends at 706 South Broadway, will have 
a strange experience to relate when she re- 
turns home, forshe was struck by lightning 
yesterday, escaping as by a miracle from the 
awful death visited on John Gardner, a man 
who sat distant but an arm’s length. The 


same thunderbolt that, without warning, 
shriveled this poor fellow till his 
bones cracked and the skin fell 


apart from them in shreds, shocked Miss Heu- 
tel’s companion, Mies Alma Heisig of South 
Broadway, though to-day both girls are well 
and have almost recovered from the effects of 
an experience that does not fail to many. 


It happened in Lafayette Park 
during the brief but fierce thun- 
der-storm of yesterday afternoon. The 


rain that suddenly descended in sheets, 
drenching to the skin everyone exposed to it, 
drove the people in the park to seek the first 
protection at hand. The girls sought tho 
sheiter of the pagoda at the northwest end of 
the enclosure, and were joined in 
their retreat by some three or four 
laborers in the park. The pagoda 
is an open one on all sides, and the little part 

gathered in a smal circle as far east as poss i- 
bie to avoid the beating rain. John Gardner, 
a florist, at work on one of the flower beds, sat 
on the railing of the pagoda, his back toward 
the Lafayette Park Hotel. To the right and 
almost touching bim were seated in the order 
named Miss Heutel and Miss Heisig, while be- 
tore these stood with his beck toward them, as 
if to offer protection from the storm, an old 


man. 
THE THUNDERBOLT, 

Presently a point in the western sky seemed 
to have generated of a sudden all the elec- 
tricity furnished bya week of tropical heat 
and a black cloud let fall such a streak o 
ragged lightuing as instinctively brought the 
hands of the — gipandg occupants to their 
eyes. They could see the flash descendin 
until it disappeared over the roof of the fra

resting on her lap, had been singed and curle 
by the heat of the lightning. Miss Heutel 
saw the thunderbolt and deseribed its 
appearance to a PO8T-DISPATCH reporter. 
saw the flash coming. she said, ‘‘and 
when it entered the pagoda it seemed to take 
on the appearance of a dark, three-cornered 
mass, about six inches in length. When 
it struck the poor man, who sat near 
me, it exploded like a bomb, and 
like powder became 80 
strong that I can feel it in my nostrils yet. 
The thunder that followed was simply awful. 
The earth seemed to be splitting under my 
feet, and it must have been this that helped 
me to gain the drug store, for how I reached it 
I haven’t the sl.ghtest idea. When I got there 
they gave my friend and me something to drink 
that tasted like peppermint, butit was a long 
time before I ventured out, for Icould see the 
lightning playing around the rods on several 
houses near by, and I thought it might strike 
me yet. Some one went back and got my fan, 
and bere it is.’’

ment at noon yesterday recorded 91 deg., 
and the line advanced gradually until 
immediately before the storm when the 


height of 97 deg. was reached. Almost in- 
stantly when the down-pour began the needle 
ran down the paper until it reached, at b 
o'clock, the very comfortable temperature of 
Tidegs. When the storm was over the sun 
came out again andthe heat hag from the 
earth and buildings heated the air almost as 
rapidly as the storm had cooled it. Within two 
hours the needle had been lifted to within two 
degrees of the maximum temperature of the 
day. Then there was a slight but sudden de- 
cline, then a more gradual decline, which 
reached at midnight 83 deg. The figures at 
the top of the diagram are the hours from 12 
noon to midnight, the figures on the side are 
degrees of heat. It is a unique object-lesson 
in weather freaks, and shows how foundation- 
less are the hopes of sufferers who wish for a 
shower to cool the alr. 

St. Louis has been enduring the present sea- 
son of extreme heat with but few companions. 
The Eastern cities have been quite cool, even 
the South Atlantic stations were comfortable. 
The Gulf stations were not unnaturally warm, 
Texas was to-day aggravatingly cool, the Pa- 
cific cities were down in the fifties, the North- 
west was overflowing with fifty and sixty 
temperatures, and only the Southern Arkan- 
sas and Western Kansas stations were sizzling 
hot. Yesterday Fort Smith, Ark., 
and Concordia, Kan., closed business 
with a record of 100 Concordia 
claimed the prize on 102 recorded 
day before yesterday. This — the hot - 
test point in the country was Memphis, Tenn., 
reporting 84 as against 82 from St.

THE GUARD WAS THERE. 


HOW BIDWELL PLANNED TO ESCAPE FROM 
HIS ENGLISH PRISON. 


The Famous Forger Tells an Interesting 
Story—Bis Scheme to Escape by Overpow- 
ering the Warden While Being Weighed— 
Fie Presence of a Guard Causes Him to 
Abandon His Attempt for Liberty. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPATCH. 

HARTFORD, Conn., August 2.—Geo. Bidwell, 
the famous Anierican forger who duped the 
Bank of England and who is now living a 
quiet life at his home in East Hartford, tells a 
story of how he planned to escape from Pen- 
tonville Prison in London. ‘‘I had,’’ he says, 
„for some years been troubled with dyspep- 
sia, lumbago and throat complaint. As the 
winter approached I became worse. Owing 
to the complete and sudden change in my 
mode ot life, I suffered extremely from the 
cold and was constantly sick from the effects 
of the food, and after I had been a few months 
in Pentonville’s solitary cells I feit sure that I 
would die uniess I baa a change of some kind. 
At that time I had no knowledge of English 
prison life, nor of the severity with which 
trivial offenses were punished and especially 
attempts to escape. 

„„A few days previously the doctor had 
ordered me tobe weighed and the principal 
warden in charge of the infirmary, which was 
in a separate building, came to my cell and 
took me across to a small cottage where the 
scales were stored. As I passed back and 
forth I observed that this was one of 
several uninhabited cottages which had been 
enclosed within the walls, which were about 
thirty feet in height. One of these passed 
along near the rear of the cottages. There 
were a number of long poles lying about near 
the foot of the wall, such as builders use in 
constructing scaffolds. In crossing the yard I 
saw noone and we entered the cottage, went 
up-stalrs and, after being weighed, I was 
marched back to my cell. This took about 
fifteen minutes and I saw no one during the 
whole operation except the warden who was 
with me. I thought that there was a good 
many fogay days and in that isolated cottage it 
would not be difficult for me to throw dust 
into the warden’s eyes, slip a gag into his 
mouth, and having stripped off his clothes 
for myself, tie his elbows behind his back and 
his feet to the scales or the stair railings. In 


the fog I could easily place one of the poles 
against the wall unobserved, climb to the top 
and drop into the street. 
THE A PT TO ESCAPE. 

„Sometimes there was little or no owes to 
be done and the littie bundle of oakum had 
deen left that I might pick away upon it during 
such intervais, but I could not, according to 
the doctor’s order, be compelled to do that 
work. I selected a suitable piece of dry, old 
tarred rope, six inches long, that I 
thought would answer for a . 
Out of the picked rope fibre I made 
stout cords and fastened two on the ends of 
the gag so that they could be tied behind the 
warden’s neck and thus secure the gag in his 
mouth. I also saved some of the strings for 
the purpose of binding Lis hands and feet and 
collected a quantity of tar dust to throw in his 
eyes. I concealed all but the gag in the tes 
of my brogans which were of so unfashionable 
a size that a pound of stuffing made them fit 
pertectly.

Her ap- 
pearance and conduct indicated that she was 
a lady, and every indication was that she had 
seen better days. She was neat and tidy 
and had a sufficient supply of good 
clothing to always make a good appearance. 
She was reserved and gave no hint as to her 
people, herself or her past history, further 
than to say that she had reeently been in Ar- 
kansas and Texas. On the &th day of last 
month she was taken seriously ill; so Ill in- 
deed that the attending physician, Dr. Collina, 
had little or no hope of her recovery from the 
first, and apprised her of the fact as soon as 
he was thoroughly convinced there was no 
chance for her recovery. Miss Georgia Finks, 
the landlady, and her mother did everything 
that could be done to alleviate her suffer- 
ing, and in every way tried to sooth and 
comfort her in her last moments. They asked 
her of herself and family, hoping to gain 
some clue by which they could com- 
municate with her family or friends. She 
refused to make any statements further than 
to say her parents were dead to her. She 
had one-sister who was in an asylum and 
one brother who could not come to her. But 
she told them she had letters in her trunk 
that would tell who she was, but insisted

AFTER HER DEATH AND BURIAL. 

Among other things she said she had been 
badly treated, and made a special request that 
her funeral should be as = as possible; 
that her gold watch should be sold to defray 
funeral expenses, and that her grave should 
not be marked by mound or headstones but 
made level with the eartb and sod; that no 
mark should be leit to show her final rest- 
ing-place, seclusion, peace, rest and 
perhaps oblivion being the thoughts up- 
permost in ber mind during her last 
moments. She died at 12:80 dogs August 1. 
and was buried yesterday evening at7 o’clock 
in Washington Cemetery. None of her effects 
were disposed of for the purpose of defraying 
funeral expenses. She was given a decent 
and respectable funeral, and her remains were 
escorted to the city of the dead by a number 
of worthy citizens, who by their presence and 
willing hands attested their sympathy with 
this poor woman in her misfortunes, though 
they know them not, and she a stranger.

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POSTMEN PROTEST. 


ALLEGED EVASION OF THE EIGHT * 
LAW BY POSTMASTER PEARSON. 


The New York Letter Carriers and Post. 
Office Empleyes in Kevolt—Numerous 
Charges Against the Postmaster — A 
Movement to Secure His Removal—Extra 
Hours—Mr. Pearson Explains. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DisraTcn. 

NEw YorK, August 2.—Postmen are in revolt 
again. This time, as on former occasions, 
Postmaster Pearson is charged with having 
assumed arbitrary and offensive powers and 
with seeking to evade the eight-hour law,that 
went into effect yesterday, by substituting 
swings which increase the hours of duty in 
some instances to fourteen hours or more per 
day. So great indignation has been aroused 
that a petition containing, it is claimed, 50,000 
or more signatures, will doe for- 
warded to the President within a ten 
days demanding Mr. Pearson's removal. In 
a printed statement the postmaster is accused 
of defying the eight-hour law; violating the 
civil-service rules in appointing relatives and 
personal dependents without examination; 
withholding pay of employes under the guise 
of fines and penalties not sanctioned by law or 
department regulations; favoritism in 
handling and distributing fourth-class postal 
matter, and retaining unfit officers. Hundreds 
of circulars have been distributed among labor 
organizations und citizens generally, and 
signatures are said to be pouring in 
rapidly. Among those who have eniistea in 
the renewed war upon the Postmaster are 
John Blakely, who secured 35,000 signatures 
for the Cox eight-hour law; Senator Edward 
F. Reilly, J. E. Quinn, Master Workman of 
District Assembly 49, Knights of Labor, and 
Maj. Gunther Katcherman. Many of the em- 
ployes, too, are said to be laboring quietly for 
his removal. 

WEARING LONG FACES. 

The Post-DISPATCH correspondent circu- 
lated freely among the Post-office employes, 
who had all received with gladness, a few 
weeks ago, the intelligence that the Cax bill 
had becOme alaw. The majority of them had 
participated in the big jollification held in 


celebration of that event. The same 
men wore long faces yesterday. 
Orders had been issued during the previous 


day, which, they asserted, reduced them to 
the verge of slavery.

Postmaster Pearson said that no orders such 
as complained of had been issued forany other 
object than to improve the mail service. It is 
unfortunate,’’ said he, that we — not 
arrange the schedule 80 to 
please every employe. oars of 333 
have proved that it is impossible. 
It would be, we have ascertained, extremely 
difficult for us to give each man eight hours 
consecutive work. Possibly a third only are 
afforded this privilege. There hasbeen no 
discrimination of employes whatever, as to 
the arrangement of this system. It is ex- 
tremely siilyfor any one to say that 1 have 
shown favoritism because of spite ainst 
those who 2 in the Fourth ot July 
demonstration. I bave no feeling in the mat - 
ter at all. The law is being enforoed to the 
No man will be asked to perform more 
than eight hours’ work a day. Were the op- 
portunities sufficient we could, per aps, re- 
strict each man to eight hours’ consecutive 
work, buta scheme would, however, require 
a much larger force of men than we have at 
our disposal.

THUNDERSTORMS. 


AN EXPERT TALKS OF THEIR VIOLENCE AND 
PREVALENCE IN DIFFERENT PLACES. . 


Dangerous Conditions Attending Yesterday’s 
Storm—Why the Eastern Half of the 
Country Is Comparatively Free From 
Tightning—Where Lightning Does Most 
Damage—The High Piains and Their 
Dangers—Lightning in the Mountain 
Forest as Lightning Reds—Electrical 
Eccentricities—An Easy Death—Curious

was not greater. I have made qaite astudy of 
electrical phenomena, and have carefully 
watched the conditions under which lightning 
is likely to do most damage. Yesterday the 
air and the earth, as wellas the clouds, were 
surcharged with electricity, and I am sur- 
prised to learn how little damage was done, 
for usually when these conditions exist the in- 
jury to property is much greater. Fortu- 
nately, in this part of the country the 
conditions are usually unfavorable 
to great electrical activity. If 
there were as many chances of being struck 
by lightning as there are in some parts of the 
country, the deaths would have been num- 
bered by the score, and the destruction of 
property would have mounted into the hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars. 
FORESTS AS PROTECTORS.. 
‘*Fortunately for the people, the thickly pop- 
ulated districts of this country, those lying 
east of the piains, and south of Central Min- 
nesota and Wisconsin, are generally more 
or less heavily wooded and this prevents the 
violent electrical outburst that characterized 
the far Western and part of the Northern re- 
gion. It le a fact seldom recognized, but 
nevertheless true, that forests are about the 
best electric conductors known. It is gener- 
ally supposed that lightning is caused by the 
clouds being charged with 
This is not quite half the truth, 
as the earth plays a more 
important point. A cloud which would not 
burst when passing over land uncharged with 
electricity, will fairly blaze with lightning 


wnen over land laden with the electric cur- 
rent. Forests act as equalizers, and prevent 
sudden outbursts. Under favorabie atmos- 
pheric conditions there is a constant luter- 
change of electricity between the trees and 
the clouds, and a violent thunderstorm is of 
infrequent occurrence. But on the bare plains 
no such gradual interchange is possible, and 
the consequence is that the most fearful 
thunderstorms occur in these regions. Ina 
forest country, where a tree is struck by 
8 It will be usually found to be one 
0 uncommon size, and remote from 
other trees. On the om anything that 
stands above the weneral level is likely to be 
struck, andthe discharge, because concen- 
trated and not disseminatea, as in a forest 
country, is fearfully violent. 
LIGHTNING ON THE PLAINS. 

It you will goto the Western Union Tele- 
graph Oo. you willlearn that the destruction 
of their property on the high plains by licht- 
ning amounts to thousands of dollars annu- 
— * Ihave myself seen the wrecks of a dozen 
poles within a single mile, and have heard of 
a much —— proportion being struck. A 
severe thunder- storm on the plains means the 
suspension oftelegraphic communication for 
hours, and sometimes for days. In the dis- 
trict along the eastern base of the Rocky 


Mountains a regular force is employed. 
who do little beyond looking after 
the poles replacing them 


: and 

when struck by lightning. This is a very 
dangerous business, and many men have lost 
their lives whil® engaged in it. Of course, 
speed in reconstruction is an important ele- 
ment, and the workman cannot wait until the 
storm has expended its force before commenc- 
ing operations. The great danger lies in 
handling the wires. Time and time again, 
under a perfectly clear 7 men, who have 
laid their hands on fallen wires, have dropped 
dead in their tracks, the lightning which may 
be twenty miles off having struck the wire 
and followed it. Nothing that rises above the 
level of the ground is safe. man on horse- 
back is a most excellent mark, and I believe 
that fully 100 men die by lightning every year 
in New Mexico, Colorado and Wyoming, 
while the loss in cattle and horses is still 

reater. In this region you hear none of the 
ong, rolling thunder so common here, as 
there is no extensive mass of clouds tore - echo 
it, the storms generally being of smal! area, 
but “the thunder comes with one deafening 
crash. Storms fully as violent occur in Da- 
kota andthe neighboring districts of Minne- 
sota, while the counties of Wisconsin border- 
ing the lake are also subject to violent visita- 
tions. The worst storms, as will be noticed, 
always occur upon or near level surfaces, 
where no graduai exchange of electricity be- 
tween the earth and the ciowds is possible. 

ELEOTRIC CLOUDS. 

Among the mountains there is less danger 
of fierce lightning flashes, but another risk to 
a traveler isimminert, and that is of getting 
into an electric cloud. A man may move for 
half an hour in an electric cioud without 
knowing it, butthe moment that he displays 
a bit ot metal the electricity is attracted from 
all sides, and a severe shock, if not death, is 
the consequence. I knew asurveyor who had 
been working foran hour in what he supposed 
Was a dense fog. He had occasion to take a 
barometrical observation and slipped the 
leather cover from his mountain barometer. 
In an instant a dim blaze of light was sven all 
around him; the barometer was knocked 
twenty fect, and he did not regain conscious- 
ness for hours. He owed his escape with life 
to the fuct that he was in the midstof the 
clouds and the electric fluid did not have to 
become concentrated, as is the case when the 
resistance of a mass of air has to be overcome. 
Water is a poor storage tank for electricity, 
and this is the cause why so few vessels are 
lost at sea by lightning strokes. On the 
lakes, especially near shore, the caseis dif- 
neo 9g and a number of vessels are annually 
ost. 

FREAKS OF THUNDERSTORMS. 

„The more opportunities of gradual inter- 
change of electricity between the earth and 
the sky the less the i.kelihood of violent out- 
bursts, and this is the reason why large towns 
suffer less than isolated houses. Lightning is 
more likely, of course, to strike a bigh than a 
low point, but its occasional freaks are not to 
be acovunted for. Iremember a case in this 
city which is a good example of how little the 
action of lightning can be reckoned on. 
Shortly after the erection of the old Lindell 
Hotel a violent thunderstorm occurred. The 
hotel was by far the — 1 building in that 
neighborhood, and fairly bristied with light- 
ning rods. Yet a small one-sto buliding 
the street was struck, and the 
tel itself, was untouched. Sach instances 


could be multiplied indefinitely. Light- 
ning rods are a great, indeed an 
almost complete rotection, if properly 


erected, and should insurethe safety of ev- 
erything within twice their length. But 
thousands are put up — people who do not 
understand the princiole of properly ground.

The Peruvian Government Seizes Railroads 
Built by Foreigners. 

NW Ton, August 2.—The Times says: The 
foreigners resident in Peru are greatly ex- 
cited and indignant over the recent high- 
handed proceeding of the Puruvian Govern- 
ment in seizing the railroads of that country, 
which were built by foreigners with capital 
raised abroad, and the Americans are waiting 
anxiously to see ifthe United States will not 


take some decided step to vindicate the rights 
of her citizens which have thus been vio ° 
A private I ttertoa gentieman ofthis city 

written from Arequipa under date of June 17, 
describes the situation in very vigorous lan- 


guage. 
282 the 6th of May last, says the writer, 
the Government issued a decree to take pos- 
session for the exclusive use of the State of all 
railroads on Peruvian territory, and com- 
menced by seizing with an armed force the 
southern roads, or what is commonly known 
as Arequipa, Peru and Cusco Railroads. These 
roads extend from the sexcoast for a distance 
of 407 miles Inland, and are the largest line of 
road in the 1 This line, as well as the 
other roads, was built under contract with 
the Peruvian Government by American citi- 
zens, the capital for the construction 
having been raised in England, tne result 
of the sale of bonds for that purpose, said 
bonds having been sacredly guaranteed by 
the Peruvian Governmen. Notwithstanding 
the fact that the contracts were entered into 
in good faith in a proper and legal manner, 
and ratified by a legally appointed con 4 
under a constitutional government, the con- 
ditions have never been lived upto on the 
pase of the Peruvians, and now, to derive all 
he benefits from a system of railroads that 
never cost them a dollar, they have taken 
forcible possession of the same, together with 
the material of all kinds that railroads 
necessarily require, and which was the 
private and exclusive property of Mr. John 

. Thorndike, an American gentieman who is 
the legally appointed successor to Mr. Henry 
a , the original contractor and con- 
structor. 

This act of gross injustice and spoliation 
on the part ofthe Peruvian Government has 
paralyzed the business interests of the whole 
country and there is nota foreigner to-day 
doing business here who would not sacrifice 
his interests at a great loss to be enabled to go 
elsewhere. This country never expended 51 
for all the miles of road in existence here, and 
on the bonds sold in England for the construc- 
tion of the roads it has never, up to the pres 
ent time. ‘paid 1 cent of interest. any 
miles the roads were built during 
the lifetime of Mr. ae otis creating an in- 
debtedness of about $12,000,000 which 
exists to-day against the Peruvian Govern- 
ment. The private property of Mr. Thorndike 
is valued at about $1,000,000, and all this has 
been seized, stolen and appropriated by a 
force of armed soldiers, with rifles and bayo- 
nets, acting under a decree promulgated by the 
Government itself, to defraud an American 
citizen of what lexally belongs to him and 
what has cost him a lifetime to acquire. This 


shameless outrage has made the few of 
us that are here boil with indigna- 
tion, and unless the United States 


Government takes immediate steps to force 
these miserable people to undo the high 
handed outraze on an American citizen,

AN ORGIE IN CHURCH. 


The Sacrilegious Diversion of a Gang of New 
York Burglars. 


By. Telegraph to the Post-DisrarcaH. 

NEW YORK, August 2.—When Sexton Charles 
Day of the First Presbyterian Church, on 
Fifth avenue, between Eieventh and Twelfth 
‘streets, opened the church Sunday morning 
last, be was horrified to find the floor of the 
church, towards the chancel, strewn with 
Prayer- books, hymnals, tracts and other ro- 
digious literature. The missionary box had 


ebeen broken open and in it he found a cigar 
stump and some burned matches, Thoroughly 
alarmed, Sexton Day hurried through the 
chancel and entered the vestry only to find his 
worst anticipations realized. The safe had 
Deen broken open and whatever of 
value it contained had been stolen. The 
First Presbyterian Church is the oldest one of 
that denomination in thiscity. The society 
was organized September 4, 1765, and among 
its members have been many of the oldest 
and best known families of New York. David 
Gaiston, an old-time Collector of the Port, 
made the society a present of a handsome sil- 
ver chalice, which bore the inscription:

From that year up to last sunday the chalice, 
which the thieves took away with them, had 
been in use. When the society moved up- 
town they built one of the finest 
churches in what was then upper New York. 
It is of brown stone, abbey-like in architect- 
ure, and the plot of ground upon which it 
stands occupies the whole block on Fifth ave- 
nue from Eleventh to Twelfth streets. The 
thieves broke in with a crow-bar. They broke 
open the mission box, in which they found 
nothing, but left untouched a box marked 
Letters for the Pastors. The safe in the 
vestry was one of the old-fashioned kind, built 
into the wall, having tnree bolts but not pro- 
vided with a combination lock. In it it was 
the chalice and*a demijohn containing two 
gallons of port wine used forthe sacraments. 
These two gallons of wine saved the 
church from further robbe and were 
probably the cause of the sacrilegious diver- 
sions with which the scamps amused them- 
selves. They spilled candle grease over the 
cushions and carpets, and must have fought 
a playful battle with prayer books. Not a 
drop of wine did they leave, and their orgie 
over they let themselves quietly out of the 
vestry door. Under a cushion in one of the 
pews were the silver collection plates which 
were leftuntouched. The money value of the 

roperty stolen is not very great, but the chal- 
ce was deartothe hearts of the congrega- 
tion.

He was dressed in white tights and 
biack shoes, with green and white for colors. 
He was followed at 5:37 by Havlin, who wore 
black tights and shoes.

Murphy's seconds were Jack 
McAuliffe and Jack Ashton. Time was called 
at 5:44. 

From the first the men fought hard. Havlin 


landed the first blow on Murphy's chest and 


before it was returned landed another on bis 
cheek. He got ina third blow on Murphy’s 
neck as time was called. 

Inthe third round first blood was claimed 
and allowed for Murphy. The fight went on 
with the advantages gained by either alter- 
nating in almost every round, and neither ob- 
taining any advantage sufficient to change the 
betting, which continued even throughout. 

The forty-seventh round was the severest in 
the battle and was aterrible, hard fought one, 
considering the condition of the men. Havlin 
was staggering around the ring and Murphy 
was too weak to take advantage of his condi- 
tion. ; ä 

At the end of the forty-ninth round it was 
plain that neither of the men possessed suffi- 
cient strength to continue the fight and the 
referee stepped into the ring and declared 

THE FIGHT A DRAW. 
His decision was concedéd by all to be the 
only one possible. 

Throughout the fight Havlin received nearly 
all his punishment about the face and neck, 
while Murphy’s body received the greater 
portion of the battering administered to him. 
At the close of the fight Havlin's left eye was 
closed tight and his right was almost gone. 
There was a big lump on his right cheek and a 
cut on the left side of his face. The blood was 
streaming down and covered his body. Mur- 
phy had a cut under his right eye and his left 
was closed. His forehead was a mass of 
lumps.

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MULLANE STILL IN JAIL. 


His Case Argued To-Day in Court Before 
Supreme-Justice Bartlett. 


New Tonk, August 2.—Pitcher Mullane of 
the Cincinnati Club languished in Raymond 
Street Jail, Brooklyn, all day yesterday. Ags 
already reported, he was locked up Tuesday 
night after he had been arrested at Washing- 
ton Park on an order granted by the Supreme 
Court Justice, VanBrunt of this city, for-con- 
tempt.

14.51. As the judgment was not satisfied 
Justice Donohue made an order in September 
of that year requiring Mullane’s presence in 
court to be examined in Ir pro - 
ceedings, or, in plain English, to tell under 
oath how much, if any, property he pos- 
sessed. 

Mullane failed to obey the summons, and 
Justice Van Brunt issued the mandate for his 
arrest. Counsellor Brice said to a Herald re- 
porter that when Mullane was in Cincinnati 
selling liquor bis partner contracted the debt. 
He would try to get Mullane off on a technica! - 
74 based on the fact that the orders were 
directed to Thomas Mullane when his bap- 
tismal name was Anthony.
